Thursday night White's strength gave 
out. Detectives Yowell and Dum- 
thy found him and when he told them 
he was witheut money they took him 
to police headquarters. There Dr. Cab- 
els, assistant county physician, was 
summoned. He said that White was in 
a critical condition and that he should 
be taken in an ambulance to a hospital. 
It was late at night and the police made 
White as comfertable as they could in 
a ’cell. 

Early Friday Police Sergeant Gill and 
Police Clerk Murphy informed James 
Goff, Overseer of the Poor, of the man ’s 
condition.

“A postman who wouldn't pass the 
time of day with the people h® sees at 
their homes every day would be a 
grouch, and nobody would have any- 
thing to do with him,’’ said one of the 
cafriefs as he worked over hig letters 
at a West End substation.

10 days after a bill is presented to: the 
Mayor and within that time he fails to 
return the bill to the house whetfe it 
originated, wi.sout either his approval 
or disapproval, .. shall became a law as 
if signed by him. 

The bill was passed July 25." The 
10-day limit within which the Mayor 
may act on it expires Tuesday. May- 
or Wells is understood to consider his 
action in returning the document a 
sufficient conformity with the chart- 
er provision to prevent the bill's be- 
coming a law by default. 

The only acthon the Council mem- 
bers took after hearing the Mayor's 
message Friday evening was to post- 
pone \ further consideration of the 
questiom for one week. They areput- 
zled as;to what they can do with the 
measure then. 

It is doubtful if the bill fn fts pres- 
ent posttton can be reconsidered, and, 
if it cannot be reconsidered, the Coun- 
cil members think they may as well 
file it-—that is, dispose of it finally. 

Mew Overcome Obstacle. 

If it cam be reconsidered it is possible 
that the alleged illegality pointed out 
by the Mayor may be overcome and a 
two-thirds vote . mustered for the 
amendmerts.

The merged companies are all retail 
dealers, and are in ‘no way involved 
in the, ouster and injunction suits filed 
by Attorney-General Hadley against 
the wholesale lumber dealers.

The Wright Brothers and Chanute Heavier Than Air Ships 
That Enable Man to Sail in the Atmosphere. 








5 ae Wright machine is not unlike the Chanute machine in general appear- 
ance. There are two oblong frames covered with cloth. These are ar- 
ranged one above the othér and held apart by rods of equal length set 
in universal joints. This would make the device flexible throughout but for the 
addition of cross wires along the front and through the central section, which 
make the michine rigid in front and at middle section of the back. Thus only 
the rear ends of thefwings are subject to variation at the hands of the operator. 
This is accomplished by wires which run from a pulley directly under the opera- 
ter’s hand. By the use of a handle attached to this pulley the operator can twist 
his wings spirally, one turning up as the other turns down. At the same time, 
with a similar pulley and handle, he can operate the two vertical rudders, one 
fore and one aft, which turn always in opposite directfons. The machine is 
equipped further with a horizontal rudder in front, which is actuated by a 
handle on the central platform somewhat removed from the other handles. On 
the platform is mounted a motor and in frent are twin screws which work 
together in propelling the machine, explains George Grantham Bain, in a de- 
cidedly clear and explicit article in the Broadway Magazine. 

The operator and Ais assistant seat themselves on the platform and start 
the motor. The screws révolVe with increasing swiftness and, catching the air, 
draw the aeroplane along its track until, at a speed of about twenty miles an 
hour, its planes catch the air and it rises ke a great kite. The operator sits 
with one hand on the two handles, which he cap operate either separately or 
together. With increasing speed the man bird soars into the air and rushes 
forward. A sharp gust of air catches one wing and the structure dips a little 
in that direction. But, responsive to the operator’s hand, the wings curve to 
meet the change in pressure and swiftly the machine rights itself. The rudders, 
deflected by the operator’s hand, have resisted the tendency of the machine to 
turn in the direction of the greater pressure and it has kept an even course. 
Faster it goes until it is traveling through the air at the speed of an express 
train. The operator draws the two handles toward him and the great bird, 
without & moment’s hesitation, curves in its flight, the spiral of its wings 
meeting the change in air pressure, and with a graceful inclination of its whole 
frame, it swings into another course. The wings resume their horizontal posi- 
ticn, the rudders are straight once more, and the bird is flying across the wind 
or with it in a new direction But the wings are never horizontal long; nor are 
the rudders long fixed in one position. The ajr is full of cross currents and 
sudden unexpected gusts of wind, and the operator’s hand, trained by experi- 
ence to meet these changes, constantly varies the angle of the wings or of the 
rudders to meet the changed conditiona.
